Martin Hurd, husky 225-pound outfielder from the Uni-, 
versity of Arizona, and John Kuenzel of the United States 
Air Force Academy are the official national major college | 
batting and slugging champions for 1957, according to sta- 
tistics compiled by the National Collegiate Athletic Bureau. 

This is the first national compilation of the records by | 
the NCAB. The records were compiled for publication in| 
the first Official NCAA Baseball Guide. 

Hurd, a junior from Vallejo, Calif., batted .473 in 46 
games to win the first national title. 

Kuenzel, a sophomore first baseman at the new AF | 
Academy at Denver, had a lofty .891 slugging percentage. 

Arizona won the national batting championship with a 
.359 mark. Bradley, led by Wyman Carey, who since has} 
turned pro, allowed less than one earned run per game during ‘ 


the 1957 season.

Pro Scout Confides That 
College Agreement Needed

AN AMERICAN LEAGUE scout confided the other 
day that the most sickening thing that has happened in many 


years to professional baseball is the lifting of the bonus rule 
and the consequent raiding of college campuses. 

“Everytime someone feels the pinch in 
the majors, they lift the bonus,” the scout 
said. “Now they’ve opened the way to rid- 
iculous competition for kids. 

“T’ve been in this player-chasing busin- 
ess for many years, and let me tell you, it 
would help if there was a bonus rule and 
also an agreement between pro and col- 


lege ball. 
“Let me tell you what position we scouts are in. I believe 


in dealing fairly. When I’m interested in a college player, I 
go to the coach and ask him what the set-up is. If he sdys 
the kid wants to stay in school, I make it a point absolutely 
not to talk to the kid. 

“But you know what happens then? A scout from 
another club roars in, signs the kid to a fat bonus. What do 
you think my front office thinks of me? 

“They don’t care if I’ve been trying to be a nice guy. 
They want to know why the other club was able to sign the 
kid while I was sitting on my hands. 

“And what can I tell them? That I didn’t want to take 
the kid out of school? 

“It’s high time everyone got together and talked things 
over. Major league baseball ought to get a sensible agree- 
ment with college baseball.”

Nor are such 
wholesale signings fair to the kids. O, if a boy can get $40,000 ' 
to $100,0000 as a bonus, he should take it, definitely, and go 
to college in the off-seasons. . . . But the kids who need pro- 
tection are those who are signed for $1,000, or $2,000, or 
$3,500, after high school graduation. . . . Many boys—too 
many—forsake going to college to accept a peanut bonus, 
and then are shunted around the minors until the inevitable 
day when they must sadly admit they have neither baseball 
ability nor an education.”

1. Play nearer the left field foul line for a right-hand 
batter than for a left-hand batter unless you have specific 
information that a batter hits to the opposite field. (The 
three outfielders should shift as a unit.) 

2. Play deep for big men and players who take a hard 
swing; move in for small men and players who choke their 
bats. (Play deep when ahead.) 

3. Consider the direction and velocity of the wind both 
in taking your position and in pursuing the ball. 

4. Move several steps toward a “pull hitter’s” strength 
when the pitcher is in the hole (count of two balls and no 
strikes or three balls and one strike). 

5. Shift the weight forward when the pitcher 1s ready 
to deliver the ball so that you are ready to start forward or 
to go back. 

6. Call decisively for 
fly balls, “I have it” or “Tl 
take it’. (The center field- 
er should have the right of 
way.) 

7. Practice going back 
after flies because this is 
the most difficult ball to 
catch. 

8. Attempt to catch any 
short flies toward the dia- 
mond because you are ina 
better position to field and 
throw the ball than infield- 

..» Fake a catch if you 
cannot reach the ball. (This 
may fool runners with less 

ps than two out.) 
y. Permit foul tlies to fall with the score tied and less 
than two out if third base is occupied in the last half of the 
final inning unless the runner can be thrown out. 

10. SPIN TOWARD the glove hand after recovering a 
long hit or after taking the rebound from a fence or wall and 
make your throw reach the relayman shoulder high. 

11, Use a hop-step and hop to place power behind your 
arm swing on long throws. 

12. Make throws to the bases on the first bounce to 
that the cutoff play can be worked. 

13. Never let the tying run move to second or third 
base at the expense of trying to throw a runner out at the 
plate (the winning run if the tying run is approaching the 
plate.) 

14. Throw to the plate when an obvious two base hit is 
made with first base occupied because the runner may at- 
tempt to score. 

15. Make your throw to second base when a hit is made 
on the hit-and-run play (or in a run and hit situation) so 
that the batter cannot advance past first.
